WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nuclear weapons 
race 
is 
far 
from over, despite the recent 
U.S.-Soviet strategic arms limi­ 
tation agreement. 
That pact does put a lid on 
the number of strategic offen­ 
sive missile launchers and anti­ 
missile defenses on both sides. 
But it does not curb the num­ 
ber of hydrogen warheads that 
may he carried by offensive 
missiles. Nor does it ban devel­ 
opment of improved offensive 
weapons. 
While this race continues, the 
United States has conceded the 
Soviets a wide lead in ground 
combat forces by cutting the 
U.S. Army to its smallest size 
in a generation. Further, the 
Soviets have been outbuilding 
the U.S. Navy by a margin of 2 
to I in recent years and arc re­ 
ported on the verge of an even 
greater naval effort. 
When 
the 
arm s 
limitation 
pact was completed, Dr. Henry 
A. Kissinger, President Nixon’s 
national security adviser, ac­ 
knowledged that “ technological 
change ... is one of the great 
driving forces of the arm s race 
at this particular point.” 
Kissinger has indicated that 
U.S. negotiators will try during 
the next round of U.S.-Soviet 
talks to settle this and other 
still unresolved issues of nucle­ 
ar arm s control. 
It took about 2’.. years for 
U.S. and Soviet diplomats to 
come to terms on a treaty to 
restrict 
antimissile 
defenses 
and on 
a parallel first step 
agreement to limit numbers of 
land based intercontinental bal­ 
listic missiles and submarine- 
launched ballistic missiles. 
With that precedent, it is rea­ 
sonable 
to

NEW YORK (AP) — A trial 
antihijacking 
system 
that 
beams X rays at luggage and is 
sensitive enough to show the 
level of shaving cream in an 
aerosol can packed in a suit­ 
case has been demonstrated by 
Eastern Air Lines. 
The Norelco “ Safcray” sys­ 
tem is designed to spot bombs, 
guns and other air piracy tools. 
The system combines a fluor­ 
oscope. a television camera and 
a 12 inch monitor. 
Objects inside suitcases are 
outlined by the X ray beams 
and the images are relayed by 
camera to the screen. 
The airline demonstrated the 
system Tuesday at the start of 
a 
weeklong 
experiment 
on 
Eastern’s shutle flight’s from 
LaGuardia Airport. Only carry ­ 
on luggage will be examined 
this way.

Norelco 
spokesman 
said 
the system uses an extremely 
short X ray pulse and termed 
the rays “ harmless.”

It is unfortunate that in the heat of 
politics laws are enacted which have 
the effect of playing one segment of 
the population against another. But 
that is the traditional way the game is 
played, and 1972 is proving to be no 
exception. 
Tile 20 per cent increase in Social Se­ 
curity benefits enacted by Congress, 
and particularly the financial arrange­ 
ments for it — benefits increase before 
the election, taxes increase later — 
probably would not have passed if this 
were not an election year.
